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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To very easily form a fixed gap at the tip of a tape wound core by 
shaving a part of the circumferential core which is longer than the tape wound 
core. 

CONSTITUTION: One side of a core A is inserted and pinched on a supporting 
stand 4 by a jig 5 and ground by a roller blade 6 and the height of a 
circumferential core 2 is maintained at the same height of a magnetic core 3. 
Therefore, even if a part of the tip of the circumferential core 2 is lost and 
fallen, the core A is mutually stuck to the core B which forms a gap 
G<SB>1 </SB> by the other surface. Therefore, the gap. G<SB>1 </SB> is formed 
between mutual tape wound core 3. To form the desired dimensional gap 
G<SB>2</SB>, the grinding method for the tip of the circuit core may properly 
be changed. In this way, B side of the tape wound core which sets the g a p is 
remained as it is at the time of forming and grinding is performed for only 
contacted and adhered circumferential core at the A side of the tape wound core 
and the gap will be formed easily and accurately. 
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
